The new limitation in claims 1 and 15, "the at least one 
policy for controlling the number of reserve resources available to process requests from the at least one domain and the sub -domain," 
was not cited in claims 1 and 15 before. The new limitation in claims 13 and 26, "tangibly," was not cited in claims 13 and 26 before. The 
new limitation in claims 17 and 27, "of public resource pools., based on an acquisition policy, the acquisition policy determining which 
resources are added or removed from the public resource pools for all of the different organizations," was not cited in claims 1 7 and 27 
before.
